Mr.  James  Brennan  of  Castleton, 
has  fnrni-^hed  me  with  tlio  following 
account  of  the  Derwin  family  : 

Tlie  Derwin  family  consisting  of 
the  widowed  mother,  three  sons  : 
3>Iichael,  Simon  and  Ambrose  and  2 
daughters  ]\Iary  and  Catherine,  tlie 
latter  a  sweet  little  chihl  four  or 
live  years  old,  came  to  Castleton 
not  far  from  l'^')7  ;  they  were  na- 
tives of  the  city  of  Dublin,  Ireland, 
and  had  seen  better  days  in  their 


former  home  whore  the  hnsl>and 
and  father  liad  been  a  well-to-do 
dealer,  and  they  were  a  refilled  and 
educated  family.  Failing  health 
.induced  Mr.  Derwin  to  (!i<|)Ose  of 
his  business  in  DuV>rm,  and  visions 
of  restored  health  and  ag;i(Miltural 
wealth  induced  the  city-bred  man 
to  seek  the  shores  of  the  new  u'orld, 
then  as  now  the  be.icon  light  of 
Erin's  children.  ITe  stttb-d  in  Can- 
ada and  bought  a  l.ircro  f;irin  l)ut 
increasing  ill  health  .and  lack  of  ex- 
perience rendered  bis  ih'v,'  vocation 
unprofitable,  in  fact,  a  failure,  and 
he  soon  died. 

The  widow  unable  to  cairy  on 
the  farm,  discouraged  and  every 
way  unsuited  Avith  her  surrounditigs 
saved  a  trifle  from  the  wreck  of 
what  might  have  b6en  under  favor- 
able circumstances,  a  comfortable 
competence,  and  with  her  family 
drifted  into  Vermont  and  for  some 
reason  located  in  Castioton.  3Iich- 
ael  and  Simon  the  tv,o  oldest  sons 
were  painters  l>y  tra-le.  ^Michael  re- 
mained but  a  short  time  around 
Castleton  ;  he  died  many  years  ago 
in  Exeter,  X''.  IT.  Simon  remained 
with  the  family  here.  Tiiey  resided 
for  a  time  in  a  part  of  Judge 
Howe's  othce  now  tiic  residence  of 
jMiss  Whitlock,  also  in  a  j^ortion  of 
James  MeTvean's  house,  later  the 
property  of  Mrs.  Thornton,  recently 
destroyed  by  fire.

Brewster  lli;^lc-y,  ^vh(>  was  tlie  eld- 
est son  of  i>rc\vster  HiglfV,  tlio 
third  son  and  tiftii  child  oi  Capt. 
John  Hi-loy,  one  of  the  ^  original 
settlers  of  Siinsbnry.     Capt.  John 
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is  mcntioriGcl  in  the  charter  of  the 
town  signed  by  Gov.  Trent,  "14th 
of  r^Iay  1GS5,  by  vii  tiie  of  power  to 
me  granted  by  our  late  Sovorign 
Lord,  King  Charles  the  Second  of 
Jylesstd  mcriiory  !  " 

Capt.  .Tolni  had  settled  in  Sims- 
bury,  in  IGSO,  bought  a  farm  of 
Capt.  AVolcott,  and  tiie  iiouse  Avhere 
his  son  Gov.  lioger  Wolcott  was 
born.  Afterwards  Gov.  Jonathan 
Trumbull,  a  grandson  of  Capt.  11  ig- 
ley  Avas  born  in  the  same  house. 
This  house  and  farm  were  the  early 
home  of  Brewster  Isl,  2nd  and  od, 
and  here  each  brought  his  bride. 
The  last  marriage  is  thus  set  forth 
in  the  town  records  of  Simshury: 

"Ap.  7,  A.D.  1757  Brewster  Plig- 
ley  the  3d,  son  of  Brewster  Iligley 
tlie  2nd,  and  Esther  Owen  daugliter 
of  John  Owen  and  Esther  Humph- 
rey Owen  his  wife  were  joined  in 
marriage  by  John  IIumphr(^y  Esq 
Their  grandfather's  name  is  IJi-ew- 
ster,  and  grandmotlicr':^  name  Es- 
ther. Their  father's  name  is  Brew- 
ter,  and  mother's  name  Esther,  so 
that  there  arc  three  generations 
from  grandfather  and  grandmother 
to  grandson  and  granddaughter  all 
of  one  name  for  male  and  one  name  • 
for  female  :  three  geneiations  all 
living !  ^lay  the  divine  blessing 
rest  on  them  ami  tlu-irs  t<>  the  latest 
posterity  !  "  Tlie  town  clerk  was  the 
good  Deacon  ar.d  Judge  Owen  the 
father  of  the  bride. 

Besides  the  farm  Brewster  ITigley 
had  charge  of  a  saw  mill,  cider,  iind 
cider  br.andy  di'^tiUery  ;^  was  consta- 
ble and  tax'collector,  Tficn  as  tlie 
days  of  minute  men  came  arouiul  he 
kept  the  roll  of  thfjsc  present  at 
each  training  day  aird  t!ie  fines  due 
for  absence  and  for  not  bringing 
guns  in  order,  etc. 


His  own  name  is  on  this  roll,  ar  'I'' 
carefully  folded  in  a  large  book  ^ 
a  commission  as  ensign  with  Go 
Trumbuirs    signature    dated  2i' 
Sept.  1777,  and  an  accompanyir? 
record  of  service  in  the  campaij 
that  ended  with  Burgoyne's  surrt; 
der.  U 

How  his  interest  in  the  Vermont 
Colonies  was  first  awakened  we  ^an 
but  conjecture. 

An  intimate  friend,  Capt.  Noah 
Phelps,  was  in  the  Connecticut 
Company  that  came  with  Arnold  to 
Castleton,  and  held  the  famous 
Council  of  War  on  the  Village 
Green,  before  the  taking  of 
deroga. 

The  oldest  son  is  said  to  '  r 
been  with  Ethan  Allen  in  the  Can- 
ada expedition  in  the  summer  and 
fall  of  1775  ;  and  so  we  conjecture, 
he  might  have  been  one  of  the  fifty 
who  came  up  with  Phelps  to  help 
take  Ticonderoga. 

Mrs.  ni;:ley's  sister  Tlieresa  mar- 
ried Noah  Smith,  and  they  came 
to  Manchester,  Vermont,  in  171o. 

In  October,  1778,  Brewster  Ilig- 
ley b'  .ght  of  Ephriam  Buel  a  farm 
o.'*  aZ"^  acres,  bounded  cast  by  the 
farm  of  George  Foote's;  south  by 
Gers'  ike's;    west  by  Samuel 

]MouUjn-s;  north  by  Whitlock  Hill. 
Tiiere  was  standing  on  it  a  rude  log 
cabin.  Twelve  hundrt^d  pounds  was 
the  price  paid  for  this  home  in  the 
wilderness,  the  next  year  after 
Burgoyne's  invasion  with  its  attend- 
ant tory  and  Indian  outrages. 

In  .May  of  1770,  the  family  went 
up  and  took  possession.  We  must 
stop  and  look  at  them.  Brewster 
forty-four  years  of  age,  in  the  prime 
of  his  manhood,  six  feet  tall  ami 
broad  shoiddered,  high  forehead, 
high  cheek  bones,  keen  eyes,  strong^ 
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p^-n  face,  clenr  hcadccl,  "brave,  Tvlth 
Q^»nder  heart  that  he  must  keep 
.  pier  anrl  was  a  little  ashamod  of. 
Wirrlcyj    forty;  Brewster  tlie 
est  sou,    j'lst   twenty  ;  Louise 
enteeu,  a  brave,  brinrht  witted 
c>M  intelligent   girl,   tlie  pet  and 
conrirade  of  her  brother;  Amie  the 
timid  one  of  the  hand,  fifteen;  Zil- 
pah,  th.irteen;  Delight,    ten;  Eras- 
tus,  seven; .  Esther  not  qrite  four, 
and  lola  the  yearling  baby. 

The  family  goods  and  chattels 
were  packed  in  ox  carts,  jNIrs.  Ilig- 
ley  and  Louise  rode  horses  and  car- 
ried the  younger  children  in  their 
arms,  and  on  pillions  behind.  The 
elder  children  walked  with  tlieir 
father  and  two  nephews  Amasa 
Alard  and  John  Case. 

When  the  roads  became  im- 
passable for  the  loaded  carts, 
Brewster  sent  his  son  on  with  the 
mother  and  children,  to  guide  them 
on  to  the  journey's  end,  and  bring 
back  the  hoi'ses  to  help  witl]  the 
loads.  But  after  they  had  gone 
his  imagination  suggested  so  many 
possible  perils,  th;it  he  walked  the 
whole  night  and  overtook  the  party 
just  as  they  were  mounting  their 
horses  for  the  next  day's  journey. 
Louise  was  tho  first  to  discover  him 
and  relates  how  her  heart  was  liglit- 
ened  as  she  saw  him  lea})ing  from  one 
fallen  log  to  another  and  answered  his 
cheery  '-hallo." 

The  Castleton  account  book  be- 
gins with  the  entry  **  June  1779,  for 
two  bushels  of  v/heat,  £15  (50  dol- 
lars) George  Foote."  $25,00  a 
bushel  for  seed  wheat  !  !  *' Ten 
pounds  of  flour  \s.  8(^/.,"  is  the  next 
entry;  then  *'a  bushel  of  Indian 
corn  2.s\  G(7."  Under  date  of  3Iny 
1780,  we  find  this  signiticant  entry; 


"Nehemiah  Ifoyt,  Dr.  To  four 
shillings  cash  for  wolves.'' 

And  so  the  new  house  is  beam. 
A  larger  log  house  was  5oon  built 
which  .Mrs.  Caswell  remembers  as 
standing  behind  the  o\{\  red  house 
in  her  childhood  days.  It  wa>;  built 
in  171)5. 

The  well  and  spice  aj>ple  tree  are 
all  that  now  (ISSGj  reui.ain  on  the 
spot  of  this  first  house  in  the  wild- 
erness, although  we  have  various 
and  sundry  articles  that  were 
brouglit  from  Connecticut  with 
them.  Tlie  book-case  and  some  of 
the  books,  some  crockery,  the  o;un, 
apothecary  scales,  etc.  Tjie  seecl  of 
the  spice  a]>ple  tree  was  brouirht 
from  Connecticiu,  by  ?rli-s.  Jii2;ley, 
also  J^ong  Stem  then  called  "Trio^^ 
Stye,"  from  its  nearness  to  pig 
pen. 

But  we  can  scarcely,  with  the 
most  vivid  imagination," realize  what 
a  wilderness  they  had  come  into. 
The  nearest  neighbors  were  Gers- 
hom  Lake,  Richard  Bentley,  Sam- 
uel 3Ioulton,  and  the  dwJllcrs  in 
tlie  fort,*  the  Footes  and  Coo-swells. 
All  the  time  they  were  in  \langer 
from  foraging  paities  of  British, 
Tories  and  Indians.  Eaeli  sprint- to 
help  in  the  sowing  the  crops  came 
the  rumors  of  another  invasion  like 
Burgoyne's. 

One  foraging  party  came  and 
slept  on  the  kitchen  tioor  uJiile  the 
mother  and  daughters  baked  bread 
for  them  all  night,  finding  it  dirU- 
cult  to  pass  fnnn  moulding  board  to 
biick  oven  and  not  step  on  some 
body. 

Once  the  word  came  from  the 
fort  that  a  skirmishing  party  might 
be  along,  and  there  was  packing'  in 

*The  fort  was  not  built  till  1773 
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hot  haste,  while  horses  loaded  M-ith 
feather  hevis,  blankets,  silver  sjioons, 
and  eliildren,  were  led  oil'  l\)ullney- 
wards  to  be  out  of  the  way  ;  and 
calves,  ehiekens  and  pii^s  ^\  ere  con- 
veyed to  a  hiding  ])lace. 

Another  such  rumor  one  dark 
iiiglit  caused  timid  Annie  to  s})iing 
from  her  bed  and  rush  with  her  lit- 
tle sister  Esther,  :\hs.  CaswelPs 
mother  (Mrs.  Sylvan  us  Guernsey) 
to  the  woods.  They  curled  down 
behind  a  log  and  shivered  with  cold 
and  fear  till  daylight  and  the  elder 
brother's  cheery  whistling  as  he 
hunted  for  the-m,  assured  them  the 
clanger  was  over  for  that  time. 

In  the  S})ring  of  17S2,  these  ru- 
mors of  a  new  iiivasion  from  Can- 
ada, assumed  such  a  detinite  sha])e, 
that  it  was  tleeided  to  send  Mrs. 
Iligley  and  Mrs.  Lake  each  with 
an  ox  cart  and  load  of  young  child- 
ren to  Connecticut  to  stay  till  better 
times.  Some  of  the  i>arty  were 
young  enough  to  eiijoy  the  trip  no 
doubt,  but  baby  Ilarley,  the  firs:, 
Higley  born  in  Castleton  (Oct.  9th 
ITbl)  did  not  ;  and  her  lusty  cries 
were  long  remembered  by  the  dwel- 
lers along  the  road  side.  *  Louise 
volunteered  to  stay  and  keep  house 
for  her  father  and  brothc-r.  >She 
icaa  not  afraid.  The  brotlier  at  this 
time  was  a  member  of  the  garrison 
at  the  fort.  Louise  earned  a  barrel 
of  tlour  by  baking  bread  for  the 
garrison  that  summer.  ^Iv.  Hall 
in  his  lectures  on  the  "  Forts  of  Ver- 
mont" tells  liow  the  commandant 
spent  his  evenings  at  -Mr.  lirewster 
IJigley's  quTie  olten,  and  one  night 
staid  so  late  as  to  be  lucked  out  ! 
This  story  fits  in  with  a  family  tra- 
dition, that  some  con)mandant  at 
the  fort  stole  away  tlie  heart  of  the 
fair  Louise,  and  then  v/ent  away  and 


■'  re- 

forgol  her.  So  that  when  she  mar  by 
the  minister's  soi^at  West  ^r^^, 
(lienajah      Guer!;^-.ey    IJoots),      '  / 
dan.,  1783,  she  did  not  give  him,  ' 
first  love.    The  brother  married' 
same  year  "  the  gi)-l  he  left  behii,, 
in    Comieeticut,    and   bi'ougiit  ..uo 
bride  to  a  house  just  west  of  )his 
father's,   about    where    the  ILinis 
house  now  (ISSG)  stands. 

The  coming  of  a  man  of  so  much 
intelligence,  ])roi)erty,  and  execu- 
tive ability  to  the  little  new  settle- 
ment was  duly  apjjreciated  by  his 
townsmen.  ^Ve  read  of  him  at  once 
as  moderator,  justice  of  peace,  town 
clerk,  committee  to  engage  minis'  i 
ter,  arrange  for  singing  school  (both 
paid  by  the  town),  draw  up  papers 
to  the  General  Assembly,  resolu- 
tions, etc.,  etc.  The  ori^^inal  draft  o. 
some  of  the  papers  we  have,  thisom 
for  example  : 

"To  the  Honorable  General  As 
sembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  ii 
their  adjourned  session  at  Benning 
ton,  Jan.  31,  1782,  the  Petition  o 
the   Inhabitants   of  Pittsford  an* 
Castletoit"  ''IJumblv  showeth  tha 
your   petitioners  in  their  Frontie. 
situation  for  several  years  past  hav- 
been  obliged  to  remove   with  the'[ 
families  and  elfects  being  Gratel^ 
exposed  to  the  Fnemie's  Scouts  Or  ; 
which  account  the  Improvement  4 
our  farms  and  other  business  h;^ 
very  much  suifered.  Notwithstan'j- 
ing  youi-  Petitioners  have  not  on| 
Paid  their  I'ropt irtionate  Pai-t  f-  1 
the  Support  of  War,  but  have  j 
wise  born  the  additional  burden  _| 
fj-equently    seouting    for    our  ov  ^ 
Safety.    These  circumstances  wi  f 
niany  othei-s  induce  your  Petition(,v| 
'.o  Pray  that  this  Honorable  G<  | 
eral  Assembly  will  Please  to  I 
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. '''V/'H.i»t.    tlie    Present  T)ihril>ll n'^'' s  of 
V  C;»sl]ct<ju  :in<l   ritlsford,  'mm  tlio

/  yt  \\\  ensuing." 

I  As  Justice*  of  Peace  it  was  one 
;  of  liis  dut  ies  to  solemnize  and  keep  a 
record  of  marriages.  Tliirty-four 
are  recorded  in  In's  book  ])et\veen 
ilie  dates  17S1  and  17'J2,  also  llie 
Prayers  olXered  before  and  after  tlie 
marriage. 

In     1781     the  Congregational 
(^])ureh  was  formed  and  two  years

i;that  })oint.  Afterwai-ds  he  gave 
n'the  land  o))posite  the  church  green 
o|for  a  parade  ground,  lie  and  Mrs. 
blligley  united  witli  the  church  in 
|(,171iO.  *  Li  1703,  he  was  chosen  tlie 
h^second  deacon. 

P'l  TIjc  last  decade  of  tlic  century 
}^'.s.i\v  the  disintegration  of  the  large 
3^'family.  We  have  chi-onicled  tlie 
^^^ihe  mari'iages  of  Brewster  4t]i  and 
■'"Louise,  Annie's  followed  in  ^>c])t. 

17^5.  Then  J^eliglit  married 
^'^i:nos  -Merrill  in  17^9.  The  father 
^'Miimself  oHiciated  at  these  three 
^■^vlder  daughters'  weddings. 

'  :  Li  170-',  occurred  the  death  of 
gifXa.  Brewster  IJigley  (*2nd),  in 
tw.\>nnt'cticut.  Quite  an  amount  of 
layro]>erty  came  to  the  Castleton  fam- 
buly  in  the  distribuiion  of  his  estate. 
po\  bushel  of  silvei*  coin  as  ]:tart  of 
cp.ais  estate  was  exjteijded  for  gold 
t  coKcads  for  each  of  tlie  eight  daugh- 
l«'<-*rs  and  in  journeying  about  with 


t])e  invalid  Zilpali,  first  to  Connecti- 
cut, then  to  the  recently  discovered 
springs  at  "  Sarratogna."  She  c<jn- 
tinued  to  decline  however  and  died 
30th  March  1798. 

^Meantime  the  elder  son  had  a 
shaip  attack  of  the  Westei-n  fever, 
made  a  joui-ney  on  foot,  by  the  aid 
of  Capt.  .John's  co7n]ja>s  to  the  wilds 
of  Virginia  and  Ohio,  and  among 
tire  deaths  in  his  lecoid  ])0<;k  the 
fathei-  ]>uts  dov/n  in  grim  grief  and 
disa})})oinlt]]ent  :  "July  27th,  1779, 
Brewstei*  lemoved  with  his  family, 
viz  :  wife,  tliree  sons  and  three 
daughters  witli  a  desiie  to  go  to  the 
Ohio,  r/.s  I  supjyose.'^'' 

Esther  was  married  to  SilvauuS 
Guernsey  on  Thanksgiving  day  of 
tljis  year.  Rev.  Lemuel  I]a3'nes  of 
West  Putland,  ofiiciating.  Erastus 
Higley  and  ]'l<ther  Aima  Guernsey, 
best  man  and  bridesmaid.  After 
tlie  we(hling  as  the  guests  began  to 
disper.-e,  the  bride  and  bridesmaid 
who  h'ad  long  been  intimate  friends, 
wanted  a  word  with  each  other. 
The  house  was  full,  at)d  tlie  weather 
too  cold  for  muslin  robed  lassies  to 
go  far  out  d(>ors.  So  they  cuddled 
among  the  buiTalo  roh^i  in  a  sleigh 
fasteiK'd  Jiear  the  door.  Dr.  Grtd- 
ley's  sh;n]>  eyes  noticed  the  occur- 
]-ance  and  quickly  he  s}>rang  in  and 
drove  the  teani  to  Landlord  ]Moul- 
ton's  .'in.i  tlien  traded  the  pair  off 
for  a  niug  of  cider.  The  discovery, 
pursuit  aiul  bringing  back  were 
not  lung  ilelayed,  and  no  ill  will 
A\  a<  h  irl'oied  against  the  jokedov- 
iiig  tluctor. 

Tlie  marriage  of  Erastus  and  the 
f;i;r  bride-ni;iid  occui'red  the  follow- 
i!;g  year,  I'th  October,'  179S.  And 
they  sl-i  up  a  home  for  themselves 
in  the  house  afterwards  known  as 
llie  Suuthuiayd  liouse. 
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In  ^larch  25,  1800,  Tol:i  mnrricd 
"William  II.  Denison  ami  went  to 
West  Ivutlaiul  to  live  near  her  sis- 
ters Louise  and  Anne.  And  in 
Octol>er  (13th),  of  the  same  year 
Deliglit  died. 

The  winter  of  1800-1,  found  the 
old  red  house  with  hut  the  father, 
mother  and  the  two  youngest  and 
"^.Btleton-born    daughters  Ilariey 
j^'ul  Zernah. 

^.  ^  ^.  nothing  more  striking  than 
the'mut/.ige  (Jan.,  1804)  of  llarley 
to  Jared  Porter,  son  of  Judge  Por- 
ter, of  Tinmonth,  seems  to  have 
broken  in  upon  tlic  last  quiet  years  of 
his  life. 

As  his  strength  failed  he,  gave  up 
the  mills  and  the  farm  more  and 
more  to  Erastus,  and  he  took  care 
of  his  garden  with  its  cherry  trees, 
Connecticut  grajtes,  asparagus, 
artichokes,  etc.,  which  still  were 
growing  there  within  my  remem- 
brance. He  enjoyed  the  means  of 
grace  so  near  at  hand,  the  rapidly 
improving  Slate  and  country,  his 
increasing  family  of  grandchildren, 
their  visits  home  and  his  visits  to 
the  old  Connecticut  liome.  And  so 
grew  mellow  and  ripened  for  his 
heavenly  hoTue  which  he  entered 
11th  April  1S05.

Zitnri  Howe,  eldest  son  of  *Tohn 
and  Courance  (Parker)  IIoNve,  was 
Lorn  at  Roultney,  Yt.,  Sept.  7tli, 
178G.  Graduated  at  Middlcbiiry 
College,  in  1810.  Studied  Law  in 
the  oiiice  of  lion.  Iloralio  Seymour, 
at  Middlelkiry,  and  wa<  adinlUed  to 
tlie  Bar  in  1S13.  Coii\  nenood  the 
Practice  of  Law  in  liis  native  town 
(Poultney),  wliere  lie  married 
March  13,  181G,  llai  ah  B.  Horton, 
and  resided  until  .  e  S}>rinj^'  of 
l^il8,  wlien  having  urcha>ed  a 
house  and  lot  .'it  Cast,  '  on,  of  t1ie 
Hon.  11.  C.  Mallory,  he  .emoved  to 
that  town,    where   he   ever  after 


lived  ;  his  death  occurred  July  11th, 
18G3,  at  the  age  of  7G  years  and  10 
months.  He  was  one  of  the  Govern- 
or's Conned  from  1831  until  1S35, 
and  member  of  the  State  Senate  in 
183G  and  1837;  and  served  as  As- 
sistant Judge  of  the  Rutland 
County  Conn  from  1838  to  1844. 

He  was  a  mnn  noted  for  his  pub- 
lic s])irit;  for  the  fearlessness  with 
which  he  advocated  and  promoted 
every  good  cause,  and  opposed 
everything  which  he  regarded  as 
wrong.  His  integrity  was  of  the 
strictest  sort,  his  neighbors  saying 
*•  that  his  word  was  as  good  as  any 
man's  bond." 

[The  foregoing  sketch  was  fur- 
nisiied  by  Hon.  John  ilov.'e  of  Castle- 
ton,  son  of  Ziinri.  In  addition  it 
may  be  said  that  Judge  Hov/e  took 
an  act.  part  in  the  anti-masonic 
movemcni  in  1833-4,  and  was 
largely  concerned  in  tlie  publication 
of  an  anti-masonic  newspaper  in 
Castleton  during  that  period.  The 
paper  was  publislied  in  the  second 
story  of  his  ollice,  and  singularly 
enough  the  same  room  was  occupied 
by  Lee  Lodge  No.  30,  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted -Masons,  in  which  they  held 
their  comnumications  for  several 
years  after  that  lodge  was  moved 
from  Hvdevilhj  to  Castleton  Vil- 
lage. ~  J.  C]

IIo 
died  near  Clarendon  Springs,  Vt.j 
Oct.  22,  1827,  and  his  remains  were 
brought  to  Castleton  for  interment. 

The  large  Button-wood  tree  stand, 
ing  at  the  north-east  corner  of  tlie 
Sandford  House  in  Castleton  Villasje 
was  planted  by  Iiim  about  ninety 
years  ago.  He  rode  horseback  when 
visiting  his  patients,  and  on  his  way 
home  one  day  he  cut  a  limb  of  But- 
ton-AVOod  for  a  riding  stick;  when 
he  reached  home  he  stuck  it  into  the 
ground  in  his  front  yard  where  it 
continued  to  grow.  It  is  now  about 
three  feet  in  diameter. 

AYhen  his  grandson  Henry  Shaw 
(Josh  Billings),  visited  Castleto;i  in 
the  autumn  of  1SS2,  his  wife  carried 
home  some  of  the  limbs  of  the  old 
tree  as  mementoes. 

Dr.  Shaw  was  a  prominent  physi- 
cian in  Castleton,  and  owned  con- 
siderable property.  He  was  quite  a 
politician  and  was  representative  to 
Congress  from  ISOS  to  1813.
